It was ''touch and go” for 
both mother and baby for some 
time as Barbara suffered a 
ruptured appendix at that time;

School, Michael went on to junior 
high and senior high in the old 
Wasatch High School until his 
Senior year when the new high 
school opened. This was an 
exciting experience. 

Michael was a good student and 
he loved to participate in many 
activities. He was Class President 
in his Junior year. He played the 
saxaphone in the school band; and 
in his Senior year, he sang in the 
male chorus with EIRoy Van 
Wagoner as teacher. He took part 
in the first theatrical. of the new 
high school. It was a production 
called ‘‘Red Mill Operetta.”’ 

He completed four years of 
Seminary having been taught by 
Jay Todd, now Managing Editor of 
Enzine; Rex Raives and Larry 
Call. All through his years of 
elementary through Senior High, 
Michael was expected to get on his 
bike and pedal down Midway Lane 
to his father's place of business. In 
the early years, he swept floors 
and other chores suitable to his 
ability. As time went on, he 
learned how to take care of the 
machinery; how to order parts and 
eventually to run the business. 


When he was quite young, he 


felt that he was being picked on, 
but as time passed, he learned 
how very fortunate he was to have 
a father who took such an interest 
in him. He learned to count it a 
neat experience and prized his 
personal acquaintances with far- 
mers of the old stock. He learned 
how to accept people as they are 
and to enjoy people while learning 
his trade. 

Michael enjoyed his schooling at 
BYU, where he was majoring in 
business management. He was a 
member of the concert band, quite 
an honor. He was with the ROTC 
Band for two years. 

At the time of the draft, 
Michael's lottery number was 
360. They felt that there would be 
time for him to complete a mission 
so he was sent to North British 
Mission. He was there for two 
years and learned to love the 
country and the people. 

Prior to going on his mission, 
Michael had been invited to the 
home of his old seminary teacher, 
Larry Call. There he met Mrs. 
Call's sister, Ann Winters. She 
was a student at BYU with music 
prominent in her plans of study. 
She was from Afton, Wyo. 

Ann went on a mission to the 
Southern States after Michael left 
for Britain. 

When Michael returned, he had 
to wait four months -before she 
could come home.. They .were 
married in the Salt Lake Temple 
on June 19, 1969. 

Ann was born and raised in 
Afton, Wyo. Her patents are 
Francis and Margaret Winters. 
She was the eighth of nine 
children. While in high school, she 


played the flute in the high school 
band. She and her sister Mary 
often sang duets and quite often 
she and her brother, Wayne, sang 
together. At present, Ann and 
Michael sing duets — Michael has 


a nice base voice. 

Both Ann and Michael dined 
to BYU. He had three years. to 
finish and she had two more years 
to go.
